Police Surgeon Questioned 
At Rape Trial — 


Questions on whether he considered it unethical for a doctor to 
have sexual intercourse with a patient were put to Dr T. C. Pang, Police 
surgeon, this morning at the trial of Dr Ng Yuk-kin, 49, charged with 
rape. 


Dr Pang, who was cross- 
examined by the Defence, said 
he was not un authority on the 
matter, but from his own point 
of view it was not considered 
ethical In the course of profes- 
sional conduct. 

Dr Ng is standing trial before 
Mr Justice C.W. Reece und a 
Special Jury of seven men at the 
Criminal Sessions. He Is alleged 
to have had carnal knowledge of 
Tam Shun, 24-year-old seam- 
stress, without her consent at his 
clinic at 436 Nathan Road, first 
floor. 

Mr W. A. Blair-Kerr, Senior 
Crown Counsel, and Mr Simon 
Li, Crown Counsel are prosecut- 
ing, assisted by Det. Inspector W.

Hongkong Currency 


Sir,—Mr Frank H. H. King's 
letter published in your issue of 
Wednesday appeared to me to 
be unnecessarily abrupt and 
unhelpful. Strictly speaking he 
was quite right in declaring 
that your Icader on Colontal 
Currency published in the China 
Mail of December 7 was not 
accurate, but I would have ex- 
pected: that Mr King, both from 
the amplitude of hls own know- 
ledge as an expert on the sub- 
ject and in his capacity as 
Lecturer in our local University, 
would not have been satisfied 
with merely denylng the 
accuracy of the statements con- 
tained In your leader and in the 
Hongkong Annual Report, and 
that instead of referring your 
readers to his own “accurate 
account of the monetary system 
ef this Colony elsewhere’ he 
would have been good enough 
to enlighten them on the true 
and correct position. 


I do not clalm to be able to 
do the enlightening but having 
read with great interest Mr 
King’s book on “The Monctary 
System of Hongkong” published 
last year 1 have referred to {0 
for information on the points tn 
your leader which Mr King said 
were inaccurate. 

In quoting two cxamples of 
the inaccuracies Mr King mokes 
the following statements— 

(1) “In no Britlsh Colony are 

currency notes Issued, as 
by, the 
Treasury." 
In accusing you of inaccuracy It 
particularly behoves Mr King 
himseif to be strictly correct. 
With regard to the Colony of 
Hongkong Mr King, on page 27 
of his book already mentioned, 
refers to the Dollar Currency in 
Ordinance No. 42 of 1935 which 
provided that— 
“it was to be lawful for 
the Treasurer to Issue and 
re-lssue $1 currency notes 
in the Colony. ... Such 
notes shall be legal tender 
for the payment of any 
amount.” 
The Hongkong Government $1 
notes were to be Issued by the 
Treasurer, and although the 
official who was then atyled 
Treasurer is now called the 
Financial Secretary, whose 
signature the $1 notes bear, it 
would surely be qulbbling If not 
inaccurate to state that no cur- 
rency notes are Issued by the 
Treasury in Hongkong. 

(2) “The Hongkong and 
Shanghal Bank does not 
have ‘full sterling cover’ 
in Lendon for its note 
Issue". 

This bare denial without a 
qualifying statement as to tha 
true position does not tend to 
give the public a correct im- 
pression, Referring again to Mr 
King's book 1! find that The 
Hongkong and Shanghal Bank's 
note issue !s, according to the 
bank's consutution, divided into
